A half dozen catalogs, a 
comfortable chair, a warm room and 
a credulous imagination constitute 
the equipment needed for growing a 
splendid garden—in winter. The re¬ 
sults of one’s efforts are much more 
nearly perfect now than will be pos¬ 
sible next summer. One needs mere¬ 
ly to look.at the vegetables, fruits and 
flowers portrayed in the catalogues 
and let fancy have free play. The ad¬ 
vantages now over endeavors later 
lies in that one does not have to 
spade refactory soil, does not have to 
' contend with frosts’ effect on tender 
plants; there are no blights on gar¬ 
dens in imagination, floods do not 
drown or dry weather wither, bugs do 
not cosume nor do the forays of neigh 
bor’s chickens exasperate. It is the 
only perfect season for a garden. On¬ 
ly at this season can one .hope~to 
reach the perfection in products 
which the catalogues portray. One’s 
hopes steadily vanish as one progres¬ 
ses from the anticipation to the reali¬ 
zation, therefore let anticipation nave 
free play now. Realization will be 
enough of a disappointment at best. 
“Aim high” is an old maxim. Surely 
the seed catalogue designers do not 
offend in not placing the goal high 
enough. Their standard often out- 
lofts the lofty. As spring comes and 
one takes up the practical phases of 
the problem of a garden the prospect 
willa ppear less promising. It is eas¬ 
ier to plan hard labor than to perform 
it. There is excellence without great 
labor, the old-time copybooks told us, 
"and that is the reason February, or 
thereabouts, is the best time for grow 
ing a garden. It doesn’t requi# muon 
labor. Next summer it will be differ¬ 
ent. Do it now. 


LEAVE R. J. DINNING TO HIS JOB 


IT CANNOT BE DONE 


How man clings to life and its joys! 
One of the richest men of earth has 
been heard to say that he would give 
well-nigh all he possesses for a 
healthy, normal stomach. Quacks line 
their pockets with easy gold by mere¬ 
ly holding out the hope by a gland 
transplantation the old may be made 
young again. He who has lived to 50 
or better and finds the fires of youth 
cooling like Ambers on the hearth¬ 
stone, fondly believes that he would 
gain something could he recover the 
physical abilities of youth and couple 
them with the ripened experiences of 
elderly manhood. Fallacious folly; 
Man walks the way but once, unless it 
be a fact indeed that his soul does 
transmigrate and in another shape 
and time he returns to earth. If this 
were not true, then it would be possi¬ 
ble for man to realize physical im¬ 
mortality; and we know that is im¬ 
possible. Wc experience youth but 
once, the rounded experience of man¬ 
hood but once, the twilight hours of 
decadence but once, life and death 
but once. There can be no turning 
backward of the years, the hours, or 
the minutes. That moment which 
elapsed between the reading of the 
last paragraph and this sentence has 
been rolled into the unnumbered cen¬ 
turies which mark the past. It will 
never return. Youth but once! That 
is the sentence of "deity. But it is not 
a hard sentence. It is possible to so 
live the days we have, that even when 
ihe physical anilities are breaking 
down there remains a joy and glad¬ 
ness in the softening twilight hours 
which ripens one for the harvest and 
the heroic entrance into that magni¬ 
ficent experience which we are wont 
to believe awaits us beyond the tomb. 


The Vegreville O.bserver, in paying 
tribute to R. J. Dinning, the Liquor 
Commissioner, for the way in which 
he has handled the administration of 
the Liquor Control Act, considers that 
he should be left to his job without 
being taken off it temporarily by the 
Government to act as an adviser in 
oth^r matters. The Observer fortifies 
its praise of the way in which Mr. 
Dinning has conducted his special de¬ 
partment by quoting a voluntary 
statement in a leaflet by the Alberta 
Prohibition Association. In the mat¬ 
ter of the administration of the Li¬ 
quor Control Act the Alberta Govern¬ 
ment have given Mr. Dinning a free 
hand, and it is much to the credit of 
the Government that they have striv¬ 
en and succeeded in keeping the liquor 
administration out of politics. This 
was their intention in appointing a 
non-partisan to the position of Liquor 
Commissioner, choosing a man with 
the qualifications only of being able 
to take on the responsibility and to 
handle efficiently the administration 
of the Act. In this the wisdom of the 
choice of the Government has been 
well proven, and, in addition to his a- 
billties, no little of the success gained 
by Mr. Dinning is due to the action of 
the Government in keeping the admin¬ 
istration of the Act put of politics. 
Mr Dinning has enough to do in ad¬ 
ministering the Liquor Control Act. 
If he is able to be borrowed from it 
to attend to other matters it is only 
because he has organized his depart¬ 
ment so well that he can be tempor¬ 
arily spared from it. But in the long 
run this is hardly wise. There is al¬ 
ways the risk, even If guarded against 
of political entanglements in policies 
of the Government to which Mr. Din¬ 
ning has been attached as adviser. Is 
it wise to endanger the good reputa¬ 
tion of the administration of the Li¬ 
quor Control Act on the chance that 
there might arise what may be un¬ 
avoidable political complications ? It 
is not to say that these will arise, but 
in the way things sometimes go,no one 
can say that this may not happen. It 
would seem, in the circumstances, the 
policy of wisdom to let Mr. Dinning 
stay with his job instead of being 
drawfi away from it by those things 
in which the Goernment have seen fit 
to employ him. In doing so it may be 
a tribute to Mr. Dinning’s general 
ability, but it is hardly a policy to be 
commended.—Lethbridge Herald-. 


TOO MUCH CREDIT

Scorn not 
the hen. Now is the time to get busy 
with the incubatof and with baby 
chicks. The poultry plant should be 
an integral part of every farm and 
small farm. The hog is a mortgage 
lifter. The Dairy Cow is the mother 
of prosperity, the surest meani now 
known of providing work for the fam¬ 
ily anil a steady income for the home. 
We are in a land of irrigatio l, > et we 
can't buy home-grown alfaKa hay, nor 
can we produce enough feed for our 
own needs. It is an outstanding dis¬ 
grace to this district that eggs, but¬ 
ter, cheese, milk and hay have to ship¬ 
ped into Cardston every week. When 
we think of these things, and compute 
what the net returns wquM be to us 
if we sold as much surplus out of the 
district as we have to bring into it of 
these farm products, we do not won¬ 
der that bank managers sometimes 
lose their tempers when the question 
of credit is discussed.—Cardston News

OPENS NEW LIGHTING SYSTEM 


, The first section of the new St. 
Louis street lighting installation w ; as 
opened on December 16. The voice of 
Mayor Miller, speaking at the formal 
ceremonies, was sent to station KD 
KA where it released an impulse from 
station’s short wave transmitting 
equipment, which when received in 
St. Louis, threw' into operation the 
automatic substation controlling the 
street lighting circuits. This is the 
first time in history that radio waves 
have been used “to open a street light¬ 
ing system. This project when com¬ 
pleted will give St. Louis the most 
comprehensive ornamental street 
lighting system in the world. The 
equipment for this section was fur¬ 
nished in its entirety by the Westing- 
house Company and includes hollow- 
spun posts, lighting units, constant- 
current regulators, substation equip¬ 
ment and cable. 

The substation controlling the cir¬ 
cuits is far in advance ot anything 
heretofore used for street lighting. 
Its time switch is provided with an 
astronomical dial which regulates the 
turning on and off the lighting sys¬ 
tem as the days lengthen or shorten. 
One of the same type will be installed 
at Blackie and also one at High Riv¬ 
er. The substation is entirely auto¬ 
matic and is so designed that the var¬ 
ious circuits controlled from it will be 

During the year 1926 about 3,500 
live foxes of an average value of $300 
each were exported by six farmers of 
Prince Edward Island.

There are now on 
service in the Imperial Airways lines 
machines which are almost completely 
made of metal.

Municipal hospital .district of Ai- 
rowood is being formed at the pres¬ 
ent time. Last Saturday afternoon, 
through the efforts of residents in the 
district, a large delegation from all 
the surrounding country met In the 
Arrowwood consolidated school house 
for the purpose of organizing a muni¬ 
cipal hospital in accordance with the 
Municipal Hospital act. Wrn. I.yle 
was elected chairman of the meeting, 
with E. Lowendon secretary. The 
chairman explained the urgent need 
of hospital facilities for the district. 
A .11. Tharle, ol'Jthe Sunset school dis¬ 
trict, explained jthat his district had 
lust year voted almost unanimously 
to be a part of the Vulcan hospital 
district that was defeated in the pleb¬ 
iscite. He said he believed all his 
neighbors would !«■ in fayor of a dis¬ 
trict surrounding Arrowwood. Dele¬ 
gates from all points urged the meet¬ 
ing to proceed with the organization. 
The meeting drifted from the subject 
in a spirited debate for a few minutes 
when -one present stated that the hos¬ 
pital would turn out like the Arrow- 
wood consolidated school. He said 
that those who had organized it had 
left the country, and the terrible lia¬ 
bility was left for the rest to pay off. 
Several speeches were made in pro¬ 
test of those statements, and the meet 
ing expressed itself as being of the 
opinion that the Arrowwood school 
was one of the greatest assets of the 
district. It was brought out in the 
meeting Chat the dost of the High Ri¬ 
ver hospital was three cents per acre 
in taxes on farm land pdr year. The 
chairman stated that he had got the 
information from George Mclrvlne, 
chairman of the High River hospital 
board, that they were considering re¬ 
ducing the taxes in their district to 
2 1 a cents per acre for 1927. The fol¬ 
lowing were appointed to circulate the 
petitions ior the organization: A. H. 
Tharle, Sunset Valley district; R. B. 
Jones, Antrim district; E. R. Mullber- 
ry, Blind Creek district; M. W. Mac¬ 
donald, village of Arrowwood; J. A. 
Mason, township 21 in ranges 23 and 
22;»Chris. Mclrvine for East Arrow- 
wood district; Robert Hill for Buffalo 
Hills district; Earl Harp for Shouldice 
and district; George Campbell for 
Queenstown and district. The depart¬ 
ment will send u man from Edmonton 
to discuss the plan before the plebis¬ 
cite is taken. The district has a young 
doctor with a rapidly growing prac¬ 
tice. He is Dr. Alexander from Sas¬ 
katoon. Many are afraid that the dis¬ 
trict will not be able to hold him un¬ 
less hospital facilities are obtained in 
the hear future. Mr. Lyle was author 
ized to call another meeting before 
the vote is taken for another general 
discussion of the entire plan.

This 
was not nearly the full capacity of the 
well, as, owing to numerous interrup¬ 
tions to clean ice from the separator 
adjustments of the valves, etc., the 
flow of the well through the separator 
was cut off on many occasion The 
crew are positive that when the ad¬ 
justments are brought to 100 per cent 
efficiency, this delivery will be consid¬ 
erably more than doubled. 

The January figures are not yet 
available, but owing to the fact that 
the well was out of commission for a 
couple of weeks through the explos¬ 
ion which destroyed the first separa¬ 
tor, they will not be a criterion, either 
of the well’s possible production. It 
is hoped, however, that the month of 
February will give a better idea, and 
the month of March probably give an 
accurate reflection of the well’s poten¬ 
tiality as a producer. 

Rumors were in circulation Mon¬ 
day evening that Royalite No. 4 well 
in Turner Valley had suddenly blown 
into a straight “oil gusher.” The re¬ 
ports were entirely incorrect. One of 
the officials in charge denies this re¬ 
port and says there is no change in 
the performance of the big well, 
which is spouting about 18,000,000 cu¬ 
bic feet of gas per day bringing with 
it natural gasoline, except that the to¬ 
tal output of the natural gasoline, ex¬ 
cept that the total output of the na¬ 
tural gasoline or naptha was greater 
than it had ever been. 

December was a good month, anil 
January was still better, but there Js 
no truth in any report that the well is 
■blowing straight oil or naptha. The 
official figures for December showed 
the well had an output of 18,477 bar¬ 
rels of 72 gravity naptha for the 
month, or about 595 barrels per day. 
While the January figures are not yet 
available, it is understood they will 
run well over 20,000 barrels for the 
month. 

After a diminishing flow due to 
combined freezing and jamming of 
debris in the well, the crew at Mc¬ 
Leod No. 2 well in Turrier Valley ran 
the tools with a 3-inch bit Monday af¬ 
ternoon broke the ice “bridge” in the 
well, and succeeded in bringing back 
the flow of naptha gas and natural 
gasoline as strong.as ever. Due to 
the accumulation of natural gasoline 
in the deep well during the period the 
flow was held back, the well spouted 
almost straight gasoline when the 
flow came back with a rush about 8 
o’clock Monday evening. The crew 
were expecting the return of the gas 
flow and the tools were hastily with¬ 
drawn from the hole without accident 
or even trouble. 

Mr. McLeod is of the opinion the 
well was blowing more naptha than 
ever. He did not think the total flow 
of gas was as great as Royalite No. 4 
but thought the gasoline content was 
larger. Everything about the plant 
was dripping with the spray of natur¬ 
al gasoline blowing from the well. As 
small particles of rock were still being 
blown out by the flow, the crew had 
not connected the well up again with 
the separator when he left the loca¬ 
tion, but expected to complete that 
work on Tuesday. 

NO BETTER PLACE 

There are More and Better Opportun¬ 
ities in Alberta for Advancement 
Along Farming Lines Than 
Elsewhere 

A British newspaper that has re* 
ceived letters of complaint from dis¬ 
satisfied Britishers in Canada has 
curtly written that these can not be 
accepted at their face value until all 
the circumstances attending each case 
are known. That is right. In any 
group of one hundred men we find a 
certain number that will not make 
-good in any conditions. Some are 
lazy, some are lacking in intelligence, 
some are looking for easier times 
than such a country as Canada can 
provide-; Fortunately by far the lar¬ 
ger number are earnest, industrious 
ambitious men, and thousands of Brit¬ 
ishers of this type, thousands of Amer 
icans and men of other countries, 
have done well in this country and are 
happy in the progress that they are 
making. An illustration is here giv¬ 
en. The man happens to be of Ameri¬ 
can origin, but examples of the same 
sort of British successes are on rec¬ 
ord. This man, George Fagan, came 
to Bowden, Alberta, in 1914. When 
he arrived he had little more than $70 
in his pocket. He leased 640 acres of 
land. For two years while getting 
some of his land broken he worked 
out. He got under way with actual 
farming operatlqns in 1916. Since 
then he has bought the 160 acres ad¬ 
joining his land. He now has 74 head 
of cattle, 23 horses, and a full line of 
farming equipment. In 1925 he 
threshed 24,000 bushels of grain and 
nearly 18,000 bushels in 1926. He had 
600 acres in crop last year. Not all 
of even the good, hard-working far¬ 
mers have equalled this, but there are 
so many illustrations of this sort of 
progress in Canada that they amply 
answer the disgruntled ones who de¬ 
clare that Canada is no good.

THE GARDEN 

Nothing Better than a Caragana 
Hedge to Surround the 
Vegetable Garden 

In beginning a vegetable garden, 
‘one should insure it against its natur¬ 
al enemies chief of which are cows, 
pigs, chickens and wind, by the erec¬ 
tion, at the start, of a wire fem-ej 
tight enough to keep out chickens and j 
pigs and high and strong enough to j 
keep out stock. Nothing short of a 
hedge, however, can counteract the 
effect of wind. Caragana hedges 
planted in 1912 around the garden at 
the Dominion Experimental Station at 
Rosthern, Sask., were of such size by 
1916 that the garden enclosed by 
them has not been fallowed since and 
has borne a good crop of vegetables 
eyery year. A distance between the 
hedges running east and west of two 
hundred feet is quite effective against 
wind and drought. Heavy manuring 
every year keeps up the coondition of 
the soil both in its water retaining ca¬ 
pacity” and its fertility. A list of 
vegetables that have done well can be 
found in the Experimental Farm an¬ 
nual reports. Seeds may be obtained 
at any of the several seed houses in 
the west. A hot bed is necessary for 
starting celery, cauliflower and toma¬ 
toes, but roots, cabbage, onions and 
peas are more satisfactory if sown in 
the open as early as possible. Beans, 
corn, cucumbers,pumpkins and squash 
do better when sown in the open late 
in May. These later sown plants do 
not stand transplanting well and if 
sown early in the open are likely to 
succumb to frost.
